Reason for Allowance 

1 . Claims 10-13 are allowed for the following reasons: 
The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. 6,201,907. The improvement comprises as follows: 
Claims 10-13 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious said second circuit receives a fourth 
optical signal via said second input port and brings said fourth optical signal to said 
third input/output end of said second chirped Bragg grating, said second circuit 
receives a fifth optical signal which is produced by reflecting said fourth optical signal 
from said second chirped Bragg grating and brings said fifth optical signal to said 
second input/output end of said first chirped Bragg grating in combination with the rest 
of the limitations of the base claim.
